WAS DEPRIVED OF ILLINOIS AS 
HIS FLAGSHIP. 

Did not Like Department's Action in 

Giving Him the Chicago—His Request 

to Be Relieved Will Re Granted— 

Rear-Admiral Cotton to Succeed Him. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Rear-Ad- 
miral Crowninshield, commanding the 
European station, has applied for re- 
tirement, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the personne! law. Me wilt 
be relieved of the command of the sta- 
tion by Rear-Admiral Cotton, at pres- 
ent commandant of the Norfolk navy 
yard. 

The Buropean squadron is composed 
of the cruiser Chicago (flagship,) the 
protected cruisers Albany and Cincin- 
nati, the cruiser Raleigh and the gun- 
boat Machilas. The Navy Department 
contented itself at first with the brier 
statement of the rear-amiral's applica- 
tion for retirement, with explanation 
of the reason therefor. It is known 
that Crowninshield was dissatisfied 
with the rearrangement of the ar- 
mored squadrons, following the Car- 
maneuvers last winter, which 
deprived him of t further use of the 
Illinois as flagship. 

The circumstances under which he 
came fo be deprived of this ship, one 
of the latest and most formidable in 
this or any other navy, was entirely 
impersonal. The general board. of 
which Admiral Dewey is head, had de. 
cided upon the creation of a magnifi- 
cent squadron of ironciads of the first 
type to constitute the “Home Squad- 
ron,” guarding the and Guif 
coasts, as the famous British “Channel 
Squadron” forms a wall of defense in 
that country. It was necessary, in the 
judgment of the board. in order to 
make this fieet of the necessary 
strength to accomplish this purpose, to 
include the Illinois. Moreover, such 
battleships are neither effective nor 
economical! as cruisers, and the Iilinois 
was doing that sort of duty In Europe. 
So, carrying out its general policy and 
without regard to personal feelings, 
the Navy Department assigned Ad- 
miral Crowninshield to command the 
Chicago, and kept the Illinois on the 
North Atlantic station. 

The Chicago, while a very service- 
eble cruiser and a fine veasel of ten 

ears ago, is nothing ke as imposing 

a naval point of view ae the Iili- 
nois, and Rear-Admiral Crowninshield 
did not care to go back to the Medi- 
terranean and to the ports of North- 
ern Europe, where his flag had floated 
over the battleship in an inferior craft, 
80 he protested. at protest was made 
during the maneuvers, and it was 
given due consideration, but the orig- 
jrial plan held. 

Prompt action was taken by Secre- 
tary Moody in regard to the case of 
Rear-Admiral and it 
was decided to relieve him from active 
duty at once, in order that he might 
come home or vieit European capitals, 
which ever should be his desire. His 
application for retirement will un- 
doubtedly be granted.
